Business Cycle Still Climbing According fo Common Signpost

Whether because of caution,
closer control of sales ratios or
consumer eagerness to grab
goods off the shelves, manu-

facturers and wholesalers are
getting more dollars of sales
from each dollar's worth of in.
ventories than ever before in
history.

Manufacturers’ sales are up
to $565 billion a month as of
September, 1055, from $50 bil-
lion a month in September,
1953, Inventories are §80 billion,
compared with $81 billion two
years earlier, says the Depart-
ment of Commerce,

Inventories were still being
Hquidated in the third quarter
of 10954, and were being gradu-
ally enlarged in the third quar-
ter of 1055, sald the Depart
ment, The turnabout, however,
accounted for less than a fourth
of the 9 per cent rise in gross
national product between the
two periods.

Retall inventories, on a year-
to-year basis, have shown an
increase of 2% per cent since
September, 1054, Two-thirds of
this, however, was accounted
for by larger stocks of auto-
mobiles in retail dealers' hands,
Sales have moved up faster
than inventories in all major
retail lines,
